Prohibition  Assembly  Convention. 

The  Prohibition  Convention  to  nominate 
a  candidate  for  the  General  Assembly  for 
the  ttr-it  District  of  Essex  On  ,  was  held  lu 
Watchung  Hall,  Montclair,  on  the  evening 
of  September  loth.  John  B.  Auderson 
was  made  Chairman,  and  Joseph  M.  Wll 
h  Hams  Secretary.  The  Convention  was  at¬ 
tended  by  delegates  as  follows—  :  Bloom¬ 
field  11  ;  Montclair  10 ;  Caldwell  4  ;  Frank¬ 
lin  2  ;  and  Belleville  I.  The  following  res¬ 
olutions  were  adopted  without  a  dissent¬ 
ing  voice : 

Whereas,  The  Liquor  Traffic  is  Inimical 
to  all  of  the  beet  interests  of  society,  and 
through  its  political  power,  boldly  defies 
all  attempts  to  restrain  Its  baleful  influ¬ 
ence,  and  all  efforts  to  keep  It  within  the 
moderate  limitations  of  law,  and. 

Whereas.  Saloons  are  multiplied  beyond 
all  possible  pretext  of  necessity,  and  de¬ 
spite  the  protests  of  citizens  and  large 
tax  payers,  all  efforts  to  limit  the  bust 
ness  have  proved  futile,  therefore  b*  it 

Resolved,  That  the  entire  prohibition  of 
the  manufacture  and  sale  of  Intoxicating 
liquors  as  a  beverage,  is  the  only  remedy 
for  the  evil,  and  that  this  position  is 
forced  upon  us  by  the  annoyance  of  the 
liquor  dealers. 

Resolved,  That  thb  license  system  is 
false  In  principle,  ah  making  legally  right 
what  is  morally  wrong. 

Resolved,  That  the  Liquor  Traffic  is 
firmly  intrenched  In  the  Democratic  and 
Republican  parties  to  such  an  extent,  as 
to  render  abortive  all  attempts  at  reform 
through  them,  or  or  either  of  tli#m. 

Resolved,  That  the  only  means  of  reach¬ 
ing  political  evils  Is  through  a  political 
party ;  and  as  the  dominant  party  will  not 
meet  the  lssne,  we  pledge  ourselves  to  one 
another,  for  the  perfection  of  the  organi¬ 
zation  known  as  the  Prohibition  Party, 
through  which  to  combat  this  monster 
evil. 

Resolved,  That  we  pledge  the  legisla  ive 
nominees  of  the  Prohibition  Party,  if 
elected,  whetner  by  endorsement,  or  nom¬ 
ination  of  any  other  ’  party,  not  to  enter 
the  caucus  of  any  other  political  party, 
and  we  demand,  that  in  every  Senatorial 
or  Assembly  District,  this  clause  of  this 
platform  be  adopted  and  be  approved  by 
the  nomine4*-  >  , 

Resolved,  1  hat  as  .at  the  last  election, 
we  polled  457  votes,  in  a  total  of  2.7D3, 
and  our  cause  has  more  than  doubled  the 
strength  it  then  had.  It  Is  reasonable  for 
us  to  expect  that  we  can  secure  the  elec¬ 
tion  of  our  nominee  In  this  Assembly  Dis¬ 
trict,  and  we  will  use  every  legitimate  en¬ 
deavor  to  accomplish  that  result. 

Resolved,  That  we  call  upon  all  patri¬ 
otic  citizens,  irrespective  of  all  former 
party  relationships,  to  unite  with  us  in  this 
laudable  effort,  believing  that  the  time  is 
near  at  hand,  when  New  Jersey  will  stand 
redeemed  from  the  curse  of  the  Liquor 
Traffic.

The  annijal  fair  of  the  New  Jersey  State 
Agricultural  Society  opened  on  Tueeday 
of  this  week  a  d  continued  until  last  eve¬ 
ning.  All  day  Tuesday  was  occupied  by 
the  superintendents  In  arranging  the  ex¬ 
hibits  of  their  various  departments.  The 
greatest  number  of  articles  exhibited  In 
any  department  was  In  fancy  goods,  and 
In  this  over  one  hundred  ladies  showed 
evidence  of  their  handiwork  in  decorative 
fancy  articles.  Embroidery  and  crazy 
quilts  were  perhaps  more  numerous  than 
oilier  articles.  Newark  s  furbltu re  deal¬ 
ers  made  grand  displays  of  their  goods 
and  every  exhibitor  managed  to  secure 
one  or  more  of  the  prizes  offered  for  var¬ 
ious  articles  of  furniture.  The  art  gallery 
contained  many  valuable  paintings  in  oil 
and  water  color,  on  canvas,  silk  and. 
plaques.  Many  very  pretty  and  expensive 
picture  frames  were  exhibited  by  varipus 
manufacturers,  but  the  finest  collection 
was  made  by  ofir  townsmen,  Cooper  Bros, 
and  took  t))e  first  premium  above  all 
other  competitors.

State  street  presents  to  the  passer-by 
some  very  striking  contrasts  in  sidewalk- 
ology.  Wherever  there  are  dwellings, 
fronting  on  the  street,  there  are  good 
sidewalks,  and  a  roadside  free  from  weeds 
or  rnbblsb.

Mr  AL  C.  Manderville,  of  Newark,  cap¬ 
tured  a  colony  9t  bees  in  a  peculiar  and 
very  ingenious  manner  one  day  last  week. 
During  S  recent  trip  to  the  Orange  moun¬ 
tains,  back  of  Eagle  Rock,  he  noticed- 
several  honey  bees  Hitting  in  and  out  of 
an  old  stump  through  a  hole  in  its  side 
Cautiously  peering  into  the  stump  he  saw 
the  pendant  ends  of  several  combs  and  he 
Immediately  determined  to  capture  the 
bee**,  honey,  stump  and  all.  Procur  ng 
an  assUt&nt  he  went  to  t^e  mountain 
again  wijth  a  gross-cut  saw,  a  sheet  and  a 
piece  Gf  wire  cloth.  After  tacking  the 
wire  over  the  orifice  in  the  stump  the  two 
men  manned  the  saw  and  cut  through  the 
hollow  trunk  just  above  the  roots.  The 
muslin  followed  the  saw-blade  through 
the  cut  to  prevent  the  exit  of  the  bees 
from  the  lower  end  of  the  hive,  and  waa 
tacked  a31  around  the  edge  of  the  stump 
as  soon  as  it  was  severed  from  the  roots. 
Then  they  lifted  the  novel  and  decidedly 
rustic  lifve  into  thh  wagon  and  brought  It 
to  Newark  Mr.  .V  andeville  placed  It 
among  the  currant  bushes  In  his  yard  at 
No  2M5  High  Street,  and  the  bees  now 
seem  perfectly  satisfied  with  their  new 
home.  Ho  will  endeavor  to  keep  them  in 
a  warm  roorUjtbls  Winter  and  feed  them 
so  that  Ihey  will  continue  to  store  away 
sweets.
